There  are  some  reasons  1 wish  toj1 
give  in  two  or  three  articles.  ^rby 1 ' 
our  churches  ought  to  giro  to  sup- ' 1 

port  Mississippi  College. 

Every  body  ought  to  ktiow  that 
the  tuition  fees  alone  are  not  suffici- 
ent to  run  the  College.  No  College 
worthy  of  the  name  was  ever  sup- 
ported by  tuition  lees  alone.  There 
tire  some  who  seem  not  to  under- 
stand how  this  is.  Without  arguing 
rU  question,  I would  simply  n-k 
such  to  consider  why  our  Legisla- 
ture, at  every  session,  mukes  such 
large  appropriations  to  run  her 
State  Institutions.  Vou  say  "these 
institutions  give  tree  tuition."  Sup- 
pose they  do,  yet  the  appropriations 
every  year  are  three  or  lour  times 
as  much  as  the  amount  that  would 
accrue  from  their  tuition  tees,  . 
showing  that  it  takes  three  or  four 
times  us  much  money  to  run  an  in- 
stitution oi  high  grade  as  the  tuition 
fees  oi  that  institution  would  come 
to.  And  if  the  Legislature  were  to 
tail  to  make  these  appropriations. 

tiie  failure  would  be  the  death  knoll 
oi  these  - Institutions.  Competent  | 
men  will  not  teach  in  such  institu 
tions  tor  a ’.rifle,  when  they  can  get 
positions  oi  less  responsibility  and 
less  labor  that  wil'  pay  them  a great 
ileal  more  money. 

But  Mississippi  College  don  t ask 
for  three  or  four  times  as  much  as 
her  tuition  fees.  If  she  could  get 
ns  much  outside  every  year  as  her 
tuition  lecss  come  to,  she  would  be 
abundantly  satisfied.  If  she  could 
get  two-thirds  as  much,  she  would 
dose  her  mouth  and  nover  grumble 
again  about  a support.  And  ought 
not  the  denomination  in  the  State 
give  her  that?  I think  so  lor  sev- 
eral reasons. 

1st  Because  Mississippi  College 
is  a missionary  institution.  She 
give-  life  and  vitality  to  all  our 
missionary  enterprises.  The  Sainted 
Low  re  y having  doubtless  this 
thought  it,  mind  said  that  she  was 
tlie  "heart  ot  our  denomination  in 
t he  State  " She  is  emphatically  the 
sou!  of-our  mission  work.
